FINANCIAL SITUATION IN BELGIUM 

/"\NE OF THE RESULTS OF THE DE- 

predation of the Belgian franc is that imports 
from countries like Canada, where the exchange is 
greatly against Belgium, are being restricted to those 
commodities which are absolutely essential to the 
country's requirements in food products and in raw 
materials for its industries, write' Trade Commis¬ 
sioner Yves Lamontagne, Brussels, in th% f rthcoming 
issue of the Commercial f n t e llig em e; Journal. The- 
times are decidedly favorable to certain Belgian in¬ 
dustries whose products only a few months ago were 
meeting with severe competition from fpreign goods, 
for the increase in home consumption prices in Bel¬ 
gium has been far less pronounced than has been the 
increase in the rate of exchange. To state a specific 
case, Canadian condensed milk, which up to three or 
four months ago had found a ready demand in Bel¬ 
gium, is becoming too high priced for the market. The 
Belgian product therefore which is being manufac¬ 
tured at a relatively small increase in cost since the 
recent break in the exchange is left in full possession 
of the field. Basing the comparison mainly on the 
depreciation of the franc, the increase in the price of 
the Canadian article to the Belgian consumer in four 
months’ time has been a little less than 100 per cent, 
as against approximately 20 to 30 per cent, for the 
home-made product.

At this tlms of the year, when one 
la beginning to think of making or 
re-making the perennial border in 
the* Fall. It le well to consider what 
plants are best adapted for the situ¬ 
ation and how they should he planted 
in order to obtain the very beet effect. 
THE MATTER OF BACKGROUND 

A point that le often forgotten, 
even by good gardeners. Is the mat¬ 
ter of background. Now. background 
doe* not of necessity mean a clump 
of shrubs, a hedge or a wall. A 
background may rone let of the sky 
only.or the aide of a hill when the 
plante are viewed from below. It 
may mean only shadow or a body of 
water. 

. Anyone who haa taken snapshots 
of gardens knows that red and yel¬ 
low flowers always come* ou dajk in 
a photograph. while pink. blue, 
mauve and white flowers come out 
white or light. It will be seen, 
therefore, that light flowers should 
have a dark background, while thoe* 
that come out dark should have a 
ltghgt on* In order to create a con- , 
Hast Lest this should he misunder¬ 
stood it may he stated that, aa a 
general rule, the background, what-' 
ever It may be. should be In contrast 
to the flowers, but that the flower* 
themselves should harmonise with 
each other. 

One cannot make rule* which wlU 
fit all circumstances, because every 
situation will have Its own problem 
of exposure and light and shade and | 
a doaen other features to be consid¬ 
ered. but It Is well to hear In mind 
the few points that follow, and then 
the Individual problems may be 
worked out as seem best under the 
circumstances existing. 

TALL AND SHORT FLOWERS 

There are tail flowers that grow 
on a long stem high In the air; then 
there are* bushy medium plants and 
medium plants that produce a med¬ 
ium stem on which the flowers 
grow; there are also plants of low 
growth of both these types; snd 
there are the trulyprostrataplants_ 
which give the effecr orlr solid mass 
of bloom and foliage 

The proetrate and low-growing 
group may be represented by the 
creeping phloxes, candytuft. Iceland 
popple*, lobelia and many doxen* of 
others. The medium subjects Include 
such plants as peonies, chrysanthe¬ 
mums. lupins, asters end so on. The 
tall subjects comprise the delphin¬ 
iums, hollyhocks, foxgloves, dahlia*, 
Mlcheimaa dalsle*. etc.

A good rule la never to plant tell 
flower* without knowing what thev 
are to show against. Fo r Instance, 
a light blue delphinium will not look 
so well against a sheet of water as 
will a perennial sunflower, because 
th* delphinium is light and *o I- the 
water and consequent the contrast 
Is lo*t, but with the sunflower It Is a 
case of a dark subject against a light 
background.
